However,  some  little  interest  has  been  manifested  by  mills  who  are 
planning  for  the  next  season's  fabrics .      Some  actual  sales  have 
been  made  which  is  at  least  a  small  improvement  over  the  last  few 
weeks . 

"Tire  mills  located  hero  have  curtailed  further  which  has  cut 
off  a  large  percentage  of  the  business  which  brokers  depended  upon.
